World Festival 99 comes to the Hollywood Bowl

I ’ve always been crazy about music. It 
all started when I was about eight 
years old. My older brother would 
bring home all the hot new 7 inch, 
45 rpm singles of R & B artists like 
Little Richard, Larry Williams, Bobby 
Bland, Fats Domino, Jerry Lee Lewis, and 
other early icons of American pop music. 
Later, in high school, I discovered jazz. 
I was mesmerized by Coltranes album 
Impressions. Listening to it over and over 
again, I was inexplicably hypnotized and 
intoxicated by something in it, and it was 
years before I understood just what that 
something was. 

Coltrane had completely mastered play¬ 
ing all kinds of Western European 
harmonic systems and chord changes, and 
was studying Indian music with the 
Indian maestro Ravi Shankar and African 
rhythms with the great Nigerian drummer 
Babatunde Olatunji. Coltrane started 
experimenting modally in order to have 
more freedom as an improvising soloist. 
He was tapping into the roots of a very 
old tree: traditional music of non-Western 
cultures, now known as “world music.” 
My early and continuing fascination with 
Coltranes music was, in retrospect, early 
ear training that helped me to better 
explore, appreciate, and love music from

other cultures. I was no musicologist, but 
I realized that something was happening 
when I listened to this music, something 
psychic and deeper than language. There 
was never any language barrier. 

You might ask: Why bother listening to 
music from other cultures? Isn’t it just eas¬ 
ier to stick with pop music sung in 
English? It would be easier, but much less 
interesting. We also wouldn’t learn as 
much about other people and, in the end, 
about ourselves. 

H ow does it all begin on the musical 
level? What do we have in common 
with people whose tongues we don’t 
speak? I think the process starts with the 
first rhythm we experience, our mother’s 
heartbeat. Rhythm communicates some¬ 
thing very elemental, something beyond 
language: it is the very pulse of life that 


we feel while tethered inside the womb. 

In traditional African music, rhythm 
always reigns supreme. Powerful rhythm 
was and is so imbedded in the African 
psyche that even slavery couldn’t stop it. 
Slave traders found that putting drum¬ 
mers aboard ships bound for the New 
World gave the human cargo a better 
chance of surviving the grueling trip. This 
is one way that syncopated African 
rhythms spread throughout the African 
Diaspora. African rhythms — which are 
actually languages (think of the Yoruba 
talking drums) — remain part of a rich 
cultural legacy brought to the New World. 

Much of the music we enjoy today 
represents a mix of different musics from 
different countries. American rhythm and 
blues from the 1950s came out of New 
Orleans which, as a port city and melting 
pot, took in a lot of Cuban music. This 
was later a catalyst for the Beatles, the 
Rolling Stones, and other big pop groups 
who loved Little Richard, Fats Domino, 
and other R & B icons. Cuban music 
itself represents one of the great synergies, 
a mixture of Spanish folk songs, Arab and 
Jewish styles, brought by Moors and Jews 
coming to Cuba after they were forced out 
of Spain in 1492. Add to this heady brew 
the powerful elixir of African rhythm, and 
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Juan Jose Mosalini & his Grand 
Orchestra de Tango 


you have the basic recipe of Cuban music. 
The same can be said of Brazilian music, 
since Portugal banished its Moors and 
Jews shortly after the Spanish, with a huge 
contingent of African slaves soon to come. 
Even Argentine tango is a mix of African 
and European elements. 

The concept of world music is hotly 
debated. Musicians like Gilberto Gil 
(coming to the Hollywood Bowl in a con¬ 
cert entitled “Tropical Heat” — Sept. 12) 
dismiss the term: he was making music 
that fuses many disparate elements long 
before the term was coined (supposedly by 
London marketing people who initially 
devised the name to sell more records). 
Whatever term we choose to describe it, 
this new international music is a fusion of 
elements: traditional folk music mixed 
with modern (often electronic) instruments, 
hi-tech studio production, and European 
influences as well. What we call “world 
music” certainly wasn’t around when I 
first started listening to ethnic music 
on scratchy field recordings. The new, 
hybridized music came later, when young 
people in Africa, India, Latin America, 
and other places heard the Beatles, James 
Brown, Elvis Presley, Cuba’s Orquesta 
Aragon, and other groups on the radio. 

The invention and introduction of radio 
was key: wherever it appeared, it intro¬ 
duced people to other music, ideas, and 
cultural attitudes. When Africa finally got 
radio in the 1940s and 1950s, programs 
like The Voice of America could be heard, 
bringing American culture to new audi¬ 
ences. Portable transistor radios later made 
it possible for large numbers of people to 
listen for the first time. 

Another key development in the evolu¬ 
tion of world music has been the inven¬ 
tion and proliferation of the audiocassette 
in the early 1970s. The availability of 
affordable and reproducible cassettes (and 
the boomboxes to play them) meant that 
for the first time people everywhere could 
afford to buy music. Ambitious young 


musicians in developing countries were 
exposed to the music of the Beatles, James 
Brown, and Jimi Hendrix, among others 
— for them, new and exotic sounds. 
Soon they were combining them with 
their own music. 

World music is as much about evolving 
technology as about music — a new and 
potent blend of traditional music and 
postwar technology — a cross pollination 
of musical idioms that has swept the 
globe. What makes this new music so 
interesting is the degree to which non- 
Western cultures have assimilated new 
influences yet retain their musical unique¬ 
ness. Many groups from the Hollywood 
Bowl’s World Festival ’99 roster have 
adapted Western influences with their 
own traditional music. Conversely, pop 
artists such as Brian Eno, David Byrne, 
Peter Gabriel, and Paul Simon have shown 
how elements from other musical cultures 
can successfully illuminate their own 
music, infusing it with new energy, sur¬ 
prises, and interest. 

In many ways, this new 
international music 
embraces the cross¬ 
pollination of cultures 
that truly reflects a 
modern world... 

L et’s look at some World Festival ’99 
performers to illustrate this. Take 
Carlinhos Brown, who headlines “Brazil 
Nights,” opening World Festival ’99 on 
June 26 and 27. There are many different 
musical styles represented in Carlinhos’ 
mix, typical of the way music combines 
and recombines in today’s information 
age. His mother was an evangelical protes- 
tant who thought drumming was the 
devil’s doing, while his father practiced 
the Afro-Brazilian religion known as can- 
domble. Carlinhos Brown cites the influ¬ 
ence of James Brown (from whom 
Carlinhos took his last name), the Beatles, 
Jorge Ben, the Jackson 5, Gregorian 
Chant, bossa nova, tropicalia , American 
funk and soul, jazz, hip hop, and rap. 

Another Brazilian musician, the leg¬ 
endary Gilberto Gil, (“Tropical Heat” 
-September 12) which concludes World 
Festival ’99, shows a similar plethora of 
influences, including American jazz, soul, 
the Beatles, R & B, bossa nova, Bahian-

style drumming, and classic samba. 
Ethiopian superstar Aster Aweke (“African 
Pulse” — July 25) has spiced up tradi¬ 
tional 6/8 Ethiopian rhythms, adding a 
horn section and keyboards more typical 
of Memphis soul music. Norteno giant 
Flaco Jimenez (“Roots, Rock & Rhythm” 

— August 1) plays a spicy Texan blend 
concocted from German brass music, 
accordions, polkas, and traditional Mexi¬ 
can sones and boleros. 

Other artists featured in the World 
Festival ’99 have found other paths to 
greatness. Juan Jose Mosalini’s Grand 
Orchestra de Tango (“Tango and 
Romance” — July 11) extends the nuevo 
tango legacy of the late Astor Piazzolla. 
African diva Oumou Sangare, (“African 
Pulse” — July 25th) has chosen to pre¬ 
serve the “Wassalou” style used by female 
singers from Southern Mali. The Arme¬ 
nian Festival Ensemble (“Hallelujah” — 
August 15th) plays a sublimely spiritual 
music that goes back to pre-Christian 
times. On the same “Hallelujah” bill, 
Rahat Nusrat Fateh Ali Khan, musical heir 
to the late Nusrat Fateh Ali Khan, con¬ 
tinues the traditional qawwali sound of 
Pakistani sufi music, with harmoniums, 
tablas, and soaring, exhortatory vocals. 

In many ways, this new international 
music embraces the cross-pollination of 
cultures that truly reflects a modern 
world... perched on the edge of the next 
millennium. It welcomes and celebrates 
the cultural melting pot that Los Angeles 
has become, an international metropolis 
where over eighty languages are now 
spoken. We invite you to enjoy, exult, learn 

— and just plain have fun — at World Fes¬ 
tival ’99 at the Hollywood Bowl. □

The Concerto: 

An Immortal Struggle 

by Dennis Bade 



T he spectacle of gladiatorial 
combat endures in our own 
time: contests of physical 
strength, fitness, and endur¬ 
ance draw huge pay-per-view 
audiences, and team sports (baseball, 
basketball, football, hockey, soccer, etc.) 
provoke intense and passionate commit¬ 
ment from enthusiasts of all ages. 

The musical equivalent of this combat is 
equally alive and well: we call it the con¬ 
certo. 

The concerto developed over the cen¬ 
turies from vocal and choral works to 
instrumental ones with multiple soloists 
on up to the more modern “concerto for 
orchestra.” The terms elusive origins 
include the Latin root concertare (“to 
contend, dispute, debate”) and the much 
different Italian meaning (“to arrange, 
agree, get together,” i.e. “to act in con¬ 
cert”). This later sense is related to the 
parallel Greek-derived Italian term sinfonia 
(“to sound together”). 

This summer, virtually every Los Ange¬ 
les Philharmonic concert at the Holly¬ 
wood Bowl offers some sort of concerto. 
These works have justifiably become audi¬ 
ence favorites, and the excitement of hear¬ 
ing an established master or an emerging 
new talent in a musical contest of strength 
and endurance is an essential element of 
every season at the Hollywood Bowl. 

Among the very first concertos written 
for the violin were those by Antonio 
Vivaldi (around the turn of the 18 th cen¬ 
tury), which served as the model for J. S. 
Bach’s efforts in the form. The Hollywood 
Bowl concert of September 2 includes two 
popular works by Bach which illustrate 
the diversity that was typical in the early 
1700s: the Brandenburg Concerto No. 1 
features horns, oboes, and bassoons, along 
with a special violino piccolo\ the Double 
Concerto in D minor calls for two violins, 
whose rapturous dialogue (especially in

the slow movement) is unspeakably sub¬ 
lime. Here, at least for a while, the battle 
is forgotten. 

Later that century, around 1775, the 
19-year-old Mozart wrote a series of five 
violin concertos. Although the performing 
forces are modest, these exquisitely crafted 
works are prime examples of how much 
extra drama results when a composer pits 
a solo instrument “against” an orchestra. 
Thematic materials are borrowed and 
tossed about, and even though we know 
that all will end well, the thrill of seeing 


(and hearing) the individual player doing 
battle with the massed forces of the 
ensemble are very real. 

The third of the Mozart Violin Con¬ 
certos will be performed on the first 
Thursday evening of the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic’s summer season at the 
Hollywood Bowl (July 8); two days earlier, 
at the opening event of the Tuesday 
series (July 6), a prime example of the 
violin concerto from the 19th century, the 
Bruch G-minor, will be the centerpiece 
of the program.

Violin concertos being played during 
the 1999 Bowl season include, in addition 
to the Bach, Bruch, and Mozart works, 
Prokofiev’s scintillating First Concerto 
(July 13), the beloved Mendelssohn 
E-minor (July 22), and the towering 
Brahms D-major (August 19). 

In the haunting Shostakovich Violin 
Concerto No. 1 (August 5), which was 
completed in 1948 but withheld by the 
composer until 1955, the time-honored 
concepts of showcasing virtuosity and set¬ 
ting the solo player against the orchestra 
take on a whole new significance: during 
those years in Russia, the composer’s indi¬ 
vidual struggle for survival against the 
oppressive totalitarian regimes of Stalin 
and Krushchev was aptly reflected in this 
powerful music. 

P robably no single group of works in 
the concerto form offers audiences a 
greater combination of musical drama and 
sheer poetry and passion than the five 
Piano Concertos of Beethoven. 

They span more than 15 years of the 
composer’s career (sketches for the earliest 
date from 1793; the last was written in 
1809) and each of the five is noticeably 
different from its predecessor. The piano 
itself was changing dramatically during 
these years and Beethoven took full advan¬ 
tage of the developing technology to write 
ever more daring and dramatic music. 
These new instruments could be played 


more loudly (in Italian, forte) as well as 
more softly ( piano) than the instruments 
for which Mozart wrote his keyboard con¬ 
certos. Even the range of notes available 
was expanding, and Beethoven used the 
extremes of register to powerful effect. 
Adding to the drama, the composer 
himself was the soloist in the premieres of 
the first four concertos, but his increasing 
deafness prevented him from playing the 
most famous of them all, his “Emperor” 
Concerto. 

The complete Beethoven cycle is being 
performed this summer, on alternating 
Thursdays beginning July 15 with the 
First (it was actually written second, but 
published first). The earlier work, which 
was eventually published as No. 2 (July 
29), is an undeniable expression of the 
composer’s love for Mozart. The Concerto 
No. 3 (August 12) shares the key of 
C minor with Beethoven’s mighty Fifth 
Symphony, and there is plenty of drama 
just beneath the surface of this master- 
work. The Fourth Piano Concerto (August 
26), one of Beethoven’s most introverted 
scores, reveals the essentially Classical core 
of this quintessential Romantic composer. 
The cycle is capped by the grandiose 
and flamboyant “Emperor” Concerto 
(September 9). 

O ther piano concertos to be heard this 
summer at the Bowl range from such 
favorites as the Grieg (August 3) and the 


Tchaikovsky First (August 13 and 14) 
to the enchanting “Egyptian” Concerto 
by Saint-Saens (July 27) and Gershwin’s 
perennial Rhapsody in Blue (August 31). 

This special season truly includes some¬ 
thing for everyone, a suitable celebration 
for the end of a “Surprising Century.” 

Let the battles begin! □

Concerto-Style Compositions 
Call for Collaboration 

Tuesday, July 20, Principal Concertmas- 
ter Martin Chalifour plays two French 
works which place the solo violinist 
squarely in the center of the ring. 

The first is the rarely encountered Pobne 
by Ernest Chausson, a late work by the 
elusive French composer. Based on a short 
story by Turgenev, it originally carried a 
title longer almost than the music: “The 
Song of Love Triumphant: Symphonic 
Poem for Violin and Orchestra.” 

The other “mini-concerto” that evening 
is by the so-called “French Beethoven,” 
Camille Saint-Saens. His Introduction and 
rondo capriccioso offers dazzling fireworks of 
a musical sort, just the ticket for a 
summer evening under the stars. 

The Canadian-born Chalifour has ap¬ 
peared often as a soloist with the Los 
Angeles Philharmonic, not only at the 
Bowl and at the Music Center’s Dorothy 
Chandler Pavilion, but also in New York 
City’s Avery Fisher Hall. He made his Bowl 
concerto debut in Lalo’s Symphonie espag- 
nolem 1996.

John Clayton Appointed as Artistic Director 
Clayton-Hamilton Jazz Orchestra is the New Ensemble-in-Residence

T here’s no doubt: bassist/ 
composer/arranger John Clay¬ 
ton is one busy guy. He 
seems to be just about every¬ 
where these days. One day 
he’s in Denver performing at a convention 
of bass players. The next day he’s flying to 
Salt Lake City for a concert with Milt 
Jackson, then immediately off to Europe 
to conduct a pops concert in Cologne. 
Clayton teaches at USC and at UCLA, 
the two big universities in town. He’s 
playing on everyone’s records, it seems, 
and he is furiously writing arrangements 
and compositions for a slew of different 
artists as well as for the band he co-leads, 
the Clayton-Hamilton Jazz Orchestra. Is 
there anything else he could possibly want 
to add to this busy agenda? 

The answer is an unqualified “yes!” 
Beginning with the 1999 Hollywood 
Bowl season, John Clayton is the Los 
Angeles Philharmonic Association’s new 
Artistic Director of Jazz. So, on top of 
everything else, John Clayton has been 
busy with programming jazz artists for the 
1999 Hollywood Bowl season. 

Not surprisingly, this is the kind of chal¬ 
lenge he has been drawn to throughout 
his career. 

As the new Artistic Director, he has 
had the opportunity to create something 
new and exciting in conjunction with 
the Hollywood Bowl, a facility run by the 
Los Angeles Philharmonic Association, 
which many people feel is the best out¬ 
door theater anywhere. 


One-of-a-Kind Events Planned 


Planning a whole season of new music 
and new arrangements for the Clayton- 
Hamilton Jazz Orchestra is an integral 
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going to go for something a little differ¬ 
ent,” confirmed Krall. 

Krall is quite enthusiastic about the 
collaboration. “I love working with John; 
he’s like family. And I love the Hollywood 
Bowl,” said Krall, who lived in Los Angeles 
from 1984 to 1987. “I used to go to the 
Bowl all the time when I lived in L.A. It 
has this great vibe — like a real serious 
concert hall and relaxed nightclub at the 
same time. It’s so great to play there.” 

Nobody will be very specific about the 
surprises in store on her show, but Clay¬ 
ton did hint at some possibilities. “Well, 
Diana is well aware of the legendary col¬ 
laboration between Frank Sinatra and the 
Count Basie Orchestra at the Sands in Las 
Vegas,” Clayton noted with a smile. 

Latin Jazz artist Poncho Sanchez high¬ 
lights the second show in the series (“Jazz 
Picante” —July 21). This show, too, is an 
opportunity to hear Sanchez and his 
group in a completely unique evening, 
together with the Clayton-Hamilton Jazz 
Orchestra, and performing with some of 
the top Latin Jazz artists around. 

“If you’re a Latin Jazz fan, this show 
will knock your socks off,” said Lindsey 
Nelson, General Manager of Program¬ 
ming at the Hollywood Bowl. Sanchez 
and his group are joined on this night by 
Los Angeles’ own Latin Jazz sensations 
Alex Acuna and Justo Almario with their 
group Tolu, as well as the exciting new¬ 
comer Andy Vargas. 

Legends of Tomorrow Together With 
Jazz Stars of Today 

Indeed, in addition to hearing some of 
legendary artists in jazz today — in ways 
that they’ve never been presented before 
— this summer’s roster also includes 
artists who are garnering tremendous criti¬ 
cal attention but may not have been 
discovered by a wider audience. Andy Var¬ 
gas is one such artist. “He’s got everything: 
talent, energy, charisma, good looks,” said 
Nelson. “He’s going to be huge!” 

Another rising star who’s turning heads 
is Regina Carter, featured on a show with 
the CHJO, Grammy award-winner Dee 
Dee Bridgewater, and renowned bassist 
Ray Brown (“Singin’ Strong, Swingin’ 
Hard” — August 4). Carter was featured 
in the June issue of DOWN BEAT maga¬ 
zine as one of the top young artists who 
are leading jazz music “to higher levels of 
creativity... and to unforseen frontiers.” 

“Carter has a way of stealing the show,” 
DOWN BEAT'S John Janowiak wrote of 
the talented young jazz violinist. “Her 
appeal transcends... it goes beyond tech-

part of the new sound of the Lexus Jazz at 
the Bowl Series. 

As well, a host of major artists are 
scheduled for the 1999 Hollywood Bowl 
season, and Clayton, for one, can’t wait for 
it to start. 

These won’t be ordinary concerts, either. 
With the Clayton-Hamilton Jazz Orches¬ 
tra (CHJO) as the new artists-in-residence 
for the highly-acclaimed series (now in its 
20th year) the bar has been raised. Clay¬ 
ton and the CHJO will play a featured 
role on all of the concerts, creating unique 
collaborations with all of the visiting 
artists this season.

Each concert will be a 
one-of-a-kind event, with arrangements 
and compositions written specifically for 
these evenings,” said Clayton. “I’m excited 
about the opportunity to create a totally 
unique sound that reflects the CHJO and 
the visiting artists. This is music that 
won’t be heard anywhere else.” 


Of course, jazz fans will still be able to 
hear their favorite artists performing their 
favorite tunes. On each show, artists will 
have an opportunity to shine with their 
own groups as well as with the CHJO. 
“You’ll still get to hear each of the headlin¬ 
ers do their thing, do what they do best,” 
reassured Clayton. 

Surprises in Store as Diana Krall 
Kicks Off Lexus Jazz at the Bowl Series 

Diana Krall, already a favorite of jazz fans 
in Southern California, will be the first of 
the featured artists on the eight-concert 
Lexus Jazz at the Bowl series (“Love 
Scenes Live!” —July 7). For this concert, 
Clayton is furiously working on brand 
new, original arrangements that show a 
different side of the talented young artist. 
“She’s basically known for a very mellow, 
romantic, bluesy sound, but this is going 
to be the Diana that people haven’t discov¬ 
ered yet,” said Clayton. “Oh yes, we are

nical virtuosity.” Her appeal also seems to 
transcend the jazz world, too: in addition 
to two succesful smooth jazz albums of 
her own, and numerous gigs with noted 
jazz artists such as Kenny Barron and 
Steve Turre, she has recently performed or 
recorded with Dolly Parton, Billy Joel, 
Aretha Franklin, and Lauryn Hill, among 
many others. 

Byron Stripling joins the CHJO and 
two legendary performers, pianist/vocal¬ 
ist/composer Dr. John and drummer Billy 
Higgins, on an evening that will bring 
the fire and spice of New Orleans to the 
Hollywood Bowl stage (“The Real Thing” 
— August 11). A recreation of the famous 
“second line” sound of New Orleans street 
bands will be a part of this evening (“sec¬ 
ond line” is a reference to the driving 
rhythm instruments that follow the “first 
line” of winds and brass in the street 
bands of old New Orleans). Stripling, who 
starred in the Broadway musical “Satchmo” 
about the life of Louis Armstrong, is one 
of the most versatile and exciting trumpet 
players on the jazz scene today. 

Few need an introduction to Dr. John, 
who is also featured on the August 11 
show. Popularly known as “The Night 
Tripper,” he is also the undisputed guru of 
New Orleans style blues and R & B piano 
playing. Jazz fans may not know that 
Clayton and Dr. John have worked 
together before. Expect some musical 
pyrotechnics: this show, said Clayton, 
should be “dynamite!” 

Vocalists Dee Daniels and Kevin 
Mahogony — both performers who are 
well-known in jazz circles but deserving of 
wider recognition — come together with 
the CHJO and the celebrated Grammy 
winning vocal group Take 6 for an 
evening which celebrates the influence of 
gospel music in jazz (“Lift Every Voice 
and Swing” — August 18). “We want to 
‘raise the roof,’” joked Clayton. 

Special Evenings and Special Tributes: 
Guitarists, Jazz Royalty, and Hollywood 
Legacy of Joe Williams Remembered 

John Pizzarelli, Russell Malone, and Mark 
Whitfield join the CHJO for a special 
evening dedicated to jazz guitarists 
(“Swingin’ on Six Strings” — August 25). 
All three of these fine guitarists have bur¬ 
geoning solo careers and bring a special 
passion and individuality to their instru¬ 
ments. Both Pizzarelli and Malone have 
wowed Hollywood Bowl audiences in 
recent years: Pizzarelli appeared on the 
Hollywood Bowl Opening Gala concert 
in 1997, while Malone virtually stopped 


the show last summer with Diana Krall. 
Whitfield makes his Bowl debut on this 
evening. 

A summer-long tribute to the music of 
Duke Ellington and to Hoagey Carmichael 
— both of whom would have been 100 
years old this year — culminates on 
the next concert (“Jazz Royalty” — 
September 8). Together with an all-star 
band made up of renowned big band 
alumni, highlighted by singer Carmen 
Bradford, this evening will recreate the 
excitement and sounds of the famous 
“battle of the bands” that took place 
between the Duke Ellington and Count 
Basie Orchestras. The renowned jazz and 
blues singer Joe Williams, who passed 
away earlier this year, will be remembered 
in this special evening. 

The Lexus Jazz at the Bowl series ends 
with a tribute to the brilliant contribution 
to jazz made by three “local heroes”: 
Johnny Mandel, Quincy Jones, and the 
late Henry Mancini. Of course, their 
legacy is hardly just local: you’d virtually 
have to have been stranded on a desert 
island for the last half century to have 
missed the music of these master musi¬ 
cians. “This concert is going to be like a 
big party thrown by musicians for their 
musician friends,” said Clayton. He 
added: “Anything can happen!” The jazz 
party of the season ends as vocalist/pianist 
Shirley Horn, saxophonist Plas Johnson, 
flutist Greg Jefferson, trumpeter Jack 
Sheldon, and the CHJO pay special trib¬ 
ute and party down for the hometown 
“players” and fans. 

Indeed, if this season is any indication, 
this is just the start of something big. 
With a line up of concerts like this, with 
the park-like setting of this stunning con¬ 
cert venue, and with an accomplished and 
swinging ensemble-in-residence like the 
Clayton-Hamilton Jazz Orchestra, there 
are plenty of reasons to get excited about 
the future of jazz at the Hollywood Bowl. 

And this is only the beginning. “The 
Philharmonic Association is serious about 
jazz. They have made a commitment to 
John Clayton’s vision for the long term,” 
said Nelson. 

“We’re really looking to start something 
exciting here,” echoed Clayton. “We want 
these concerts to become a tradition for 
people. We want to offer concerts to jazz 
lovers that are so good they have to go.” 

The truth is, you’ll definitely miss some¬ 
thing special if you don’t. □

T here are over 1,000 arts orga¬ 
nizations and 150,000 work¬ 
ing artists in the County of 
Los Angeles, creating the 
largest concentration of arts 
activity in the United States. The mission 
of the Los Angeles County Arts Commis¬ 
sion is to foster excellence, diversity, vital¬ 
ity and accessibility of the arts in this 
extraordinary community. The Commis¬ 
sion provides leadership in cultural ser¬ 
vices of all disciplines for the County, 
including funding and technical assis¬ 
tance, information and resources to the 
community, artists, arts organizations and 
municipalities. 

Producing the Summer Nights at the 
Ford series is just one of many Commis¬ 
sion activities. The Commission also pro¬ 
duces the annual Los Angeles County 
Holiday Celebration at the Music Center 
(broadcast live on KCET), the Los Ange¬ 
les County-Wide Arts Open House the 
first Saturday in October and more than 
100 free concerts in public sites each year 
in partnership with the Musicians Trust 
Fund Program. 

The Los Angeles County Arts Commis¬ 
sion was also a key player in the largest 
cultural tourism promotion in the United 
States - California: Cultures Edge, launched 
in the spring of 1998. The Commission 
convened the California Cultural Tourism 
Coalition, comprised of the California 
Arts Council, California Division of 
Tourism, Hyatt Hotels & Resorts, United 
Airlines, American Express, Los Angeles 
Convention & Visitors Bureau, City of 
San Diego Commission for Arts & Cul¬ 
ture, San Francisco Art Commission and 
San Francisco Grants for the Arts. The 
centerpiece of the coalition’s program was 
the promotion of 13 themed itineraries 
that focus on the cultural opportunities to 
be found in Los Angeles, San Diego and 
San Francisco and suggest 9-15 day stays 
in California. 

The campaign achieved one of the most 
significant returns of any American 
Express destination marketing program to 
date. Of the 200,000 people who received 


the travel planner detailing the itineraries, 
115,000 traveled to California and spent 
$154,664,870. After seeing the travel 
planner in Travel & Leisure magazine, 
30,000 readers requested additional infor¬ 
mation on California’s attractions. The 
coalition has been cited as a national 
model for public-private cooperation in 
the field of cultural tourism and the Arts 
Commission received an award for inno¬ 
vation from the County’s Productivity 
Commission for this program. 

The Los Angeles County Arts Commis¬ 
sion, founded in 1947, is the second old¬ 
est public arts agency in California, San 
Francisco’s having been established one 
year earlier. The Commission is an advi¬ 
sory group to the County Board of Super¬ 
visors consisting of 15 members, three 
appointed by each County Supervisor. 
Originally called the Music Commission, 
the name was later expanded to include 
the words “and Performing Arts” to recog¬ 
nize the growth of the arts community. Its 
present name was adopted in 1997 to sig¬ 
nify support of all nonprofit arts.

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Brazil Nights 

B razil is an enormous, remarkable 
country, with music as diverse, 
colorful, and extraordinary as its 
terrain, wildlife, and people. Divided 
into states much like the United States, 
each region of Brazil has its own particu¬ 
lar musical flavor. Rio is famous for the 
samba whose rhythm captures and illu¬ 
minates Brazilian Camavah, Minas 
Gerais is known for its mysterious, tran¬ 
scendental music; Bahia is proud of its 
Afro-Brazilian musical roots; and, in the 
far south of Brazil, near Argentina, one 
finds a music tinged with European 
influences - music brought to Brazil by 
German and Italian immigrants who set¬ 
tled there during the great wave of 
immigration earlier in this century. 

Brazilian music has come to the 
United States in waves as well. The first 
wave hit in the 1940s, when Carmen 
Miranda, Brazils first big screen star, 
came to Hollywood, becoming famous 
as the girl in the “tutti-fruitti hat.” On a 
smaller scale, American troops stationed 
in Recife during World War II brought 
back enthusiastic memories of the music 
they encountered during their tour of 
duty. 

Brazilian culture received worldwide 
recognition with the 1959 film Black 
Orpheus , by French director Marcel 
Camus. It was named Best Foreign Film 
at the Cannes Film Festival that year and 
featured an authentic and evocative 
soundtrack composed by Luis Bonfa 
and a young songwriting team, Antonio 
Carlos Jobim and Vinicius de Moraes. 
Three years later, Stan Getzs rendition, 
with Joao and Astrid Gilberto, of “The 
Girl from Ipanema,” launched the bossa 
nova craze. The new style fused the cool 
jazz style of Miles Davis and the liquid 
harmonic colors of European composers 
like Maurice Ravel and Claude Debussy 
with the musical language of Heitor 
Villa-Lobos, Brazil’s greatest composer, 


and several kinds of Brazilian popular 
music. 

More recendy, records by Paul Simon 
and even a Michael Jackson single and 
video popularized the Afro-Bahian 
drummers found in Salvador, in the 
northern state of Bahia. These commu¬ 
nity-based drumming groups parade reg¬ 
ularly through the streets in Salvador — 
Brazil s original capital - celebrating their 
Afro-Brazilian heritage and spreading 
consciousness of the African roots of 
much Brazilian culture. Also in the 
1990s, a soft drink commercial turned a 
then-unfamiliar dance from Northern 
Brazil, the lambada, into a craze in 
Europe. It soon arrived in the United 
States, becoming an extremely popular, 
but short-lived, phenomenon that 
sparked a movie as well. 

Today we find more Brazilian music 
available than ever before, and with a 
market to match. Artists like Beck and 
David Byrne have paid tribute to Brazil¬ 
ian music in their latest releases, and 
there have been some interesting retro¬ 
spective releases as well. New remixes of 
Tom Ze and reissues of classic Os 
Mutantes recordings, as well as a recent 
tour by Ze, have focused attention on 
the 1960s Brazilian movement known as 
Tropicalia. This short-lived musical 
movement, forged by such Brazilian 
artists as Caetano Veloso, Gal Costa, Os 
Mutantes, Tom Ze, and Gilberto Gil, 
featured a mix of American psychedelic 
pop, poetry, existential thought, along 
with a pinch of Godard, surrealism, 
dada, and other heady modern intellec¬ 
tual spices. 

Brazilians are proud of their musical 
legacy, and musicians keep that past alive 
by playing the classics of past masters: 
Antonio Carlos Jobim, Pixinguinha, 
Dorival Caymmi, and others. The 
decades-old tradition of Brazilian song¬ 
writing - the delicate yet powerful songs 
penned by such composers and lyricists 
as Jobim and Vinicius de Moraes, Mil- 
ton Nascimento and Fernando Brant, 


and Ivan Lins and Vittor Martins - is 
known as Musica Popular Brasileira 
(MPB). Today, the classical music of 
Villa-Lobos blends with the escolas de 
samba, samba schools or organizations 
that lend their subdy different musical 
flavors to the fabulous Camaval parades. 
Other elements in the current Brazilian 
musical mix include bossa nova, samba 
reggae, the Afro-Brazilian drum corps, 
and the forro music of the northeast (an 
accordion-based, dance music that 
sounds vaguely like American zydeco 
music of the Louisiana bayou). Brazilians 
also enjoy and incorporate American jazz 
and popular music styles like rock and 
rap. We can hear those influences in the 
work of current musicians such as 
Marisa Monte, Ivan Lins, and Maria 
Bethania. 

About the Artists 

M odern Brazilian music is a 
rich and varied melting pot 
that blends many kinds of 
musical styles into an eclectic musical 
stew. Nonetheless, it communicates a 
particular sensibility and sense of life that 
are moving and compelling the world 
over. This weekend at the Bowl we get 
the best of three major Brazilian music 
centers: Rio de Janeiro, Minas Gerais, 
and Bahia, and one outside of Brazil - 
Los Angeles. 

CARLINHOS BROWN was born 
Antonio Carlos Santos Frietas in Sal¬ 
vador, Bahia, but later changed his name 
to Carlinhos Brown after the godfather 
of soul, James Brown. He started playing 
drums as a young child, taught by mas¬ 
ters of African percussion residing in Sal¬ 
vador. As a teenager in the ‘80s, Brown 
found his way into recording studios, 
learned new instruments and techniques, 
and started drumming with different 
bands around Salvador. He created a 
new percussion style that mixes African 
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polyrhythms, Brazilian candomble j and 
current sampling and loop technology. 

Before he recorded his own albums, 
Brown was already known as a fine 
songwriter, and many top Brazilian 
artists like Marisa Monte, Caetano 
Veloso, and Djavan have recorded his 
songs. In fact, twenty-six of Browns 
songs have been number one hits in 
Brazil. In addition to his two albums, 
Alfagamabetizado (named after the way 
young Brazilians learn the alphabet), and 
the recent Omelete Man , Brown has led

the large drum-based ensemble Timbal- 
ada, which has been phenomenally pop¬ 
ular in Brazil. 

This weekends concerts mark Carlin¬ 
hos Browns first appearances in Los 
Angeles and Sergio Santos’s American 
debut. We are in for a big treat - the 
best that Bahia, Rio de Janeiro, and Los 
Angeles have to offer. 

SERGIO SANTOS is from Belo Hori¬ 
zonte, capital of Minas Gerais, Brazil. A 
guitarist, composer, arranger, and singer, 
Santos is one of the brightest new stars

of contemporary, Rio-style samba. San¬ 
toss wide repertoire includes samba and 
its variations, such as marcha rancho (a 
slow march for Carnaval), samba cangao 
(romantic song), and cangao praieira 
(beach song). He brings with him some 
of the best musicians Brazil has to offer, 
including percussionist Marcos Suzano, 
bassist Rodolfo Stroeter, and other 
Brazilian music luminaries for tonight's 
show. He typically composes songs in 
collaboration with lyricist Paulo Cesar 
Pinheiro, one of most esteemed poets 
writing Brazilian lyrics today. Pinheiro 
has written for such Brazilian artists as 
Jobim, Edu Lobo, Ivan Lins, Baden 
Powell, and Dori Caymmi. 

Our first group of performers on 
Brazil Nights, VTVER BRASIL, is a 
forty-member Los Angeles-based ensem¬ 
ble. Under the artistic direction of Luiz 
Badaro and Linda Yudin, and through 
the collaborative efforts of Los Angeles- 
based artists, Viver Brasil has developed a 
body of work that presents, through 
song, dance, and percussion, the varied 
cultural history of the Afro-Brazilian 
experience primarily from northeastern 
Brazil. The company's vibrant perfor¬ 
mances include traditional works 
inspired by the dances of the candomble 
deities ( candomble is a mixture of African 
and Western religious customs), folkloric 
material derived from the sugar cane and 
coffee harvests and fishing customs; and 
the spectacular capoeira, Brazil's martial 
art/dance form. Viver Brasil also per¬ 
forms contemporary works inspired by 
the Afro-Brazilian parading groups of 
Bahian Carnaval, the blocos afro. 

Luiz Badaro, a master dancer/choreog- 
rapher and percussionist, began his artis¬ 
tic career at the age of seven performing 
capoeira and playing the accompanying 
instruments - the berimbau (a stringed 
bow), the pandeiro (a Brazilian-style tam¬ 
bourine) and the atabaque (a drum). 
Badaro is considered one of Northeast¬ 
ern Brazils most talented instructors of 
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Linda Yudin, co-director of Viver 
Brasil Dance Company, is also the co¬ 
director and dance director for Los 
Angeles’s own samba school, the Chere- 
moya Escola de Samba. Trained as a 
dance ethnologist specializing in north¬ 
eastern Brazilian dance, Yudin has, since 
1986, been researching and studying 
Brazilian dance with Raimundo B. Dos 
Santos-Mestre King, Augusto Omolu, 
Luiz Badaro, and Edileusa Santos. She 
has since lectured, taught, published and 
performed Brazilian dance in the United 
States, Brazil and South Africa. She is 
currendy an adjunct dance faculty mem¬ 
ber at Santa Monica College.Q

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From Sea to 
Shining Sea 

T onights program takes us on a 
wide-ranging musical tour, with 
stops on Broadway, in Holly¬ 
wood, and in New Orleans at carnival 
time. It also covers a broad range of musi¬ 
cal styles, with a visit from three of the 
foremost advocates of American folk 
music today, Peter, Paul and Mary 
The first half of the program opens in 
Hollywood, or, more accurately, Holly¬ 
wood’s version of Roman antiquity, with 
Miklos Rozsa’s “Parade of the Chariots” 
from Ben Hur Rozsa emigrated from 
Hungary to the United States in 1940 and 
gravitated toward Hollywood. In addition 
to a wide variety of orchestral and cham¬ 
ber music, he composed more than 
twenty film scores, of which Ben Hur 
(1959) is certainly one of his most 
famous. The “Parade” accompanies one of 
the films most amazing scenes, a chariot 
race of monumental proportions filmed 
long before the advent of digital effects. 

We move from Hollywood to Broad¬ 
way and from real horses to those of the 
fiberglass variety for the next part of the 
program, two selections from Richard 
Rodgers hit musical Carousel (1945). 
Rodgers, along with lyricists Lorenz Hart 
and Oscar Hammerstein II, produced an 
impressive array of musicals and songs that 
have captured the imagination of Ameri¬ 
can audiences for years. The “Waltz” and 
“Heaven Effect” are purely instrumental 
tunes from Carousel whose original pro¬ 
duction was choreographed by Agnes de 
Mille. The 1956 film version, chore¬ 
ographed by Rod Alexander (with only 
one dance excerpt, the “Dream Ballet,” 
retained from the original de Mille chore¬ 
ography) features Shirley Jones and Gor¬ 
don MacRae. The “Waltz,” with its big 
melody, has come to be thought of as “the 
Carousel tune.” 

John Kander’s edgy music and Fred 
Ebbs provocative lyrics made Cabaret one 


of the works that defined American musi¬ 
cal theater in the 1970s as the works of 
Rodgers and Hammerstein had in 1940s 
and ‘50s. The musical, set in Berlin during 
the inter-war period, explores the seedy 
and sexually charged atmosphere of a 
hole-in-the-wall club like the one featured 
in The Blue Angel the film that made 
Marlene Dietrich famous in the 1930s. 
Hits from the show included “Wilkom- 
men,” “Two Ladies,” and the tide num¬ 
ber. The Hollywood Bowl Orchestra will 
play a suite of tunes culled from the show 
by Kander on this program. 

A series of shorter favorites follows Kan¬ 
ders suite, presenting a sort of mini-tour 
of America. First among them is Carmen 
Dragons arrangement of “Across the 
Wide Missouri,” an early 19th-century 
folksong that some people may recognize 
as the theme from televisions Peyton Place\ 
Dragon conducted at the Hollywood 
Bowl many times in the 1950s and ’60s, 
recorded prolifically with the Hollywood 
Bowl Symphony, and made a number of 
popular arrangements like the one heard 
here. 

Moving on to New Orleans, we 
encounter the music of Ferde Grofe, who 
had a flair for simple, folk-like tunes and a 
genius for orchestration. “Mardi Gras,” 
which opens his Mississippi—A Tone Jour¬ 
ney (1926), captures the bright revelry of 
the holiday carnival. Grofe himself con¬ 
ducted the piece several times in concerts 
with the Los Angeles Philharmonic at the 
Hollywood Bowl. 

From there, the program heads out west 
with Elmer Bernstein’s Theme from The 
Magnificent Seven (1960). Its driving, syn¬ 
copated rhythms and soaring, lyrical 
theme capture the excitement and scope 
of the American frontier’s wide-open 
spaces. “Music can tell the story in purely 
emotional terms; the film by itself can¬ 
not,” Bernstein has said. “The purpose of 
the music in The Magnificent Seven was 
largely to accent excitement,” something it 
does quite well. 

Finally, we leave the west and head to 
the plains of Kansas for the opening of the 


Concert Suite from The Wizard of Oz. 
The film was nominated for six Academy 
Awards in 1939, and it took home two on 
its musical strengths, winning Best Score 
and Best Song for “Over the Rainbow.” In 
addition, the Academy gave special recog¬ 
nition to Judy Garland’s now-legendary 
performance of the number. The succeed¬ 
ing decades have accorded the film’s music 
classic status, from its evocation of a terri¬ 
fying twister to such Munchkinland 
favorites as 'Ding Dong the Witch is 
Dead” and “Follow the Yellow Brick 
Road.” 

A n element of fantasy and story¬ 
telling also plays an important 
part in the music on the second 
half of this evening’s program, which fea¬ 
tures a special appearance by three artists 
who have come to symbolize American 
folk music over the last 30 years - Peter, 
Paul and Mary. Even those with only a 
passing familiarity with folk music know 
the trio from their hit songs, which have 
been woven into America’s musical fabric. 
Their first album, Peter, Paul and Mary , 
was an instant success, bringing American 
folk music to a new, wider audience. The 
album spent nearly a year in Billboard’s 
Top Ten, and remained in its Hot 100 for 
more than three-and-a-half years. The 
album’s hit single, “If I Had a Hammer,” 
became an anthem of the civil rights 
movement. 

Other records followed, and the group’s 
popularity and longevity were firmly 
established with favorites like “Puff the 
Magic Dragon” and “Blowin in the 
Wind,” penned by a then-unknown 
Greenwich Village songwriter, Bob Dylan. 
The trio introduced Dylan’s talents to a 
wider public, and they went on to do the 
same with renditions of Gordon Light- 
foot’s “In the Early Morning Rain” and 
John Denver’s “Leaving on a Jet Plane.” 

Peter, Paul and Mary do more than tell 
the stories of a generation that came of age 
in the 1960s. In the trio’s case, art really 
does imitate life, or perhaps it’s the other 
way around. Their lives and their music 
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are so closely intertwined that one cant be 
separated from the other. The group has 
supported and continues to advocate sev¬ 
eral causes and organizations. They took 
part in civil rights demonstrations in 
Selma and Washington, D.C. alongside 
Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. in 1963, and 
devoted themselves to the anti-Vietnam 
War movement, performing at demon¬ 
strations and fundraisers. Their social con¬ 
sciousness continues, with the trio backing 
organizations ranging from Amnesty 
International and Human Rights Watch 
to Childrens Defense Fund and The Cen¬ 
ter to Prevent Handgun Violence. 

One of these fundraisers reunited the 
group in 1978 after a six-year hiatus. They 
had taken some time off to pursue their 
individual interests, and, at the suggestion 
of Peter, they got back together for Survival 


Sunday, an anti-nuclear benefit at the Hol¬ 
lywood Bowl. Since then, they’ve balanced 
their solo careers with their work as a trio, 
making about 45 appearances a year as 
Peter, Paul and Mary. The group sees their 
concerts as a chance to connect with their 
audience, forging that connection by mix¬ 
ing classic favorites with new works that 
explore a variety of different issues. What 
unites their work is its basis in the Ameri¬ 
can folk tradition, with its social conscious¬ 
ness and its message of hope. 

O ur tour comes to a rousing close 
with the world premiere of 
Bmce Healeys American Fan¬ 
tasy > accompanied by a dazzling new fire¬ 
works display. The piece honors George 
M. Cohan, a prolific songwriter, actor and 
playwright best known for his World War 


I tune “Over There!,” who had a success¬ 
ful career on Broadway in the first two 
decades of this century. According to 
Healey, “The piece reveals songs of Cohan 
in a variety of entertaining ways. I 
admired the fact that Cohan was 
unabashed in his homage to American 
folk themes such as ‘Yankee Doodle’... and 
I seized the opportunity to take this 
approach a step or two further.” Healey’s 
arrangements and compositions have been 
played by orchestras ranging from the 
Cincinnati and Boston Pops to the San 
Francisco Symphony and the Philadelphia 
Orchestra. □

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This summer, JOHN MAUCERI 

returns to the Bowl for his ninth season 
as Principal Conductor of the Holly¬ 
wood Bowl Orchestra, having led the 
orchestra since its inception in 1991. He 
has served as Music Director of the 
Teatro Regio in Turin, Italy, for the past 
three years and was music director of 
Scottish Opera for seven years. He has 
conducted many of the worlds greatest 
symphony orchestras on both sides of 
the Atlantic, as well as opera companies 
including the Royal Opera, Covent Gar¬ 
den, La Scala, the Metropolitan Opera, 
and the San Francisco Opera. Mauceri 
has been one of the principal forces 
behind the movement to preserve two of 
Americas great art forms — the Ameri¬ 
can musical and music for the American 
cinema. His writings and performances 
have significandy expanded the defini¬ 
tion of American music, as well as twen¬ 
tieth-century music. In December, 
Mauceri was selected by CNN for its 
“Voices of the Millennium,” a series of 
interviews with the world s most impor¬ 
tant voices of change. Mauceri has 
recorded extensively for Philips Classics 
with the Hollywood Bowl Orchestra 
and for London/Decca, principally their 


Kurt Weill and Entartete Musik series, 
and has won numerous awards, most 
recendy the Berlin Prize from the Amer¬ 
ican Academy in Berlin, the first time 
they have so honored a musician. The 
prize will enable Mauceri to complete 
his book on twentieth-century music 
and the influence of World War II on 
the classical music world. His recordings 
have received a Grammy, an Edison 
Prize, four Deutsche Schallplatten prizes, 
the Diapason d’Or, and a Billboard 
“Album of the Year” award. As a pro¬ 
ducer, he has won a Tony, as well as an 
Olivier Award, and in 1995 he won an 
Emmy as a writer for television. 

PETER, PAUL AND MARY have 
become household names since their 
debut at Greenwich Villages Bitter End 
coffeehouse 39 years ago. The Trios 
debut recording, Peter, Paul and Mary, 
became an instant classic, staying in the 
Top 10 for ten months and remaining in 
the Top 20 for two years. With many 
albums, Grammy Awards, and television 
shows behind them, they continue to 
embrace the family of folk music, 
singing new songs written by the “old 
soul” poets of today, as well as traditional 


ballads drawn from the great folk her¬ 
itage they still honor and enjoy. The 
group continues their long-standing tra¬ 
dition of addressing contemporary social 
challenges. Their recent advocacies have 
included a public service campaign to 
confront gun violence against children, 
the rights of strawberry pickers to orga¬ 
nize and join the United Farm Workers 
Union, and a program that offers sophis¬ 
ticated neurosurgery to indigent children 
through the “Save One Child Fund” at 
Beth Israel Hospitals Institute of Neu¬ 
rology and Neurosurgery in New York. 
The Trio also supports Special Olympics 
and performed at the World Games in 
Raleigh-Durham on June 29, where 
they sang their latest hit “Don’t Laugh at 
Me” from their new retrospective collec¬ 
tion, Songs of Conscience and Concern. 
Peter, Paul and Mary are donating a por¬ 
tion of the proceeds from this record to 
three organizations they consider stellar 
examples of efforts committed to forging 
a fairer, more just society: The Center 
for Constitutional Rights, The Chil¬ 
drens Defense Fund, and Oxfam. □

Picnic Perfection 

Moveable Feasts Across Los Angeles

W henever I’m privileged to be 
dining in a box at the Holly¬ 
wood Bowl, I like to get up in 
the middle of the meal and 
walk around just to see the 
tantalizing meals that are being enjoyed 
by my neighbors. Whether you’re at tables 
and chairs in a box, or relaxing in a regu¬ 
lar seat, you can enjoy an alfresco feast, 
which is as traditional at the Bowl as the 
glorious fireworks at the season’s last con¬ 
cert. Often, I see international delicacies 
like Spanish paella accompanied by a 
robust ruby-colored rioja.. .or Swedish 
gravlax with dill sauce marrying well with 
icy shots of aquavit.. .maybe an Italian 
rosemary-scented roast chicken served 
with a classic Chianti.. .or a juicy all- 
American turkey burger on a seeded roll, 
mating perfectly with iced mugs of micro- 
brewed ale. 

Best of all, no one has to spend hours 
shopping for and then cooking these

GENERAL INFORMATION 


FAA Pilot Request. The Federal Aviation 
Administration has once again requested that 
all pilots avoid flying over the Hollywood Bowl 
area when the white strobe lights and search¬ 
lights are on during Hollywood Bowl evening 
concerts, from 6 p.m. to 12 midnight. The 
FAA also plans to adjust the traffic flow pat¬ 
terns wherever possible to minimize the noise, 
and will make special announcements to pilots 
on the Automatic Terminal Information Ser¬ 
vice (ATIS) at airports within the Los Angeles 
Basin, advising pilots to avoid flights over the 
Bowl area during concert periods. 

First Aid. In case of illness or injury, please see an 
usher, who will escort you to the First Ad Station. 

Lost and Found. Any lost articles found on con¬ 
cert nights may be claimed at the Operations 
Office the next morning. Unclaimed articles are 
kept for 30 days from the date on which they are 
found.

Tickets For Bowl Events. Hollywood Bowl 
tickets are readily available at many locations 
throughout Southern California, including 
Ticketmaster outlets in Robinsons*May, Tower 
Records, Ritmo Latino, and selected Where- 
house stores. 

Before tonight’s concert, you can buy seats 
for any of this season’s performances at the 
Bowl Box Office. Beginning June 27, the Box 
Office is open Mondays through Saturdays 
from 10 a.m. to 9 p.m., and Sundays from 12 
noon to 8 p.m., through September 19. (The 
only exception is Labor Day, September 6, 
when the Box Office will be closed.) The Box 
Office is open on all concert nights until 1/2 
hour after the start of the performance. 

The Box Office accepts Visa, MasterCard, 
Discover, and American Express. Credit card 
phone orders may be placed by calling Ticket- 
master at (213) 480-3232, (714) 740-2000, 
(619) 278-TIXS, or (803) 583-8700. Please 
note that there is a Ticketmaster service charge 
for telephone and outlet orders. 


SERVICES FOR PATRONS WITH DISABILITIES 


Seating. Seating areas for patrons who use 
wheelchairs or who are semi-ambulatory and 
companions are located in the garden box 
seating section, in Sections D and E (accessible 
off the 2nd Promenade), and all along the 
3rd Promenade. 

On-Site Transportation. Motorized cart 
service is available to assist people with limited 
mobility in moving within the Bowl, particu¬ 
larly between Odin Street accessible parking 
and the Box Office Plaza. A designated station 
is located near the accessible Odin Street park¬ 
ing lot. Pick-ups can be arranged after perfor¬ 
mances, back to the BowlExpress service. As 
you enter the Bowl, ask a parking supervisor to 
contact the Facilities Access Manager for assis¬ 
tance. 

Assistive Listening Devices. Headsets are avail¬ 
able on loan, free of charge (with a deposit), 
through the House Manager’s Office, located 
on the east side of the 1st Promenade. 

Restrooms. The restroom facility adjacent to 
the Odin Lot path is accessible, as are the 
restrooms adjacent to the West Gate entrance 
and those off the 3rd Promenade. There are 
also accessible restrooms located in the Holly¬ 
wood Bowl Museum and the Patio Restaurant 
— both accessible off the Odin Lot path. 


Telephones. An accessible-height telephone is 
located near the Box Office Plaza, near the ele¬ 
vator. Public telephones near the Main Ticket 
Gate and the West Gate have volume control 
and are hearing-aid compatible. 

Dining. Picnic area No. 5, near the 3rd Prome¬ 
nade, is accessible. The picnic area atop the 
Box Office Plaza is accessible via the elevator in 
the Box Office Plaza. People may bring picnic 
baskets and dine in their seats or may order 
(no later than 4 p.m. the day before the 
concert) a picnic dinner to be delivered to 
seating in the box seat section. Call (323) 850- 
1885 for information and prices. Accessible 
concessions are located in the Box Office Plaza 
and near the 3rd Promenade. 

Parking. Accessible parking for patrons with dis¬ 
abilities is available in two locations and prices. 
Parking often sells out in advance. It is strongly 
advised that patrons purchase parking well in 
advance of the concert by phone: (323) 850- 
2000 — or TTY (323) 850-2040, Department 
12. Limited, “night-of” parking is available in 
the Odin Street lot. Proper identification is 
required both to purchase parking and to utilize 
the Bowl’s designated parking areas. (A placard 
alone is not accepted as complete identification.) 

Alternate Transportation. There are 15 Bowl- 
Express Park & Ride lots and three BowlExpress 


Shuttle sites in locations within Los Angeles 
County. The service from all BowlExpress sites 
is lift-equipped. For current information, 
please call (323) 850-2000 or TTY (323) 850- 
2040. Tickets may be pre-purchased through 
Department 12. 

Purchasing Tickets. Tickets may be purchased 
by mail, phone, TTY, or fax order, through 
Ticketmaster, or in person. The Box Office 
windows for patrons with disabilities are at 
accessible heights. Phone orders may be 
placed by calling (323) 850-2000 or TTY 
(323) 850-2040 and asking for Department 
12. Credit card orders may be placed via fax 
(323) 850-2155 sent to the attention of 
Department 12.
